Dan  forth  Addresses  Avila  College  Commencement: 
‘Good  Steward  Has  Duty  to  Create  Better  World’ 


U.S.  Senator  Jack  Danforth 
(R-MO)  addressed  the  commence- 
ment of  Avila  College  on  May  8, 
1982. 

In  his  remarks,  Danforth  dis- 
cussed the  role  of  graduates  as 
trustees  of  creation.  Three  areas  for 
stewardship,  Danforth  said,  are  the 
protection  of  the  world  from  nuclear 
weapons;  soil  conservation;  and 
social  security. 

Portions  of  Danforth’s  remarks 
follow: 

“Members  of  the  Class  of  1982  a 
tremendous  controversy  has  been 
raging  in  state  legislatures  and  in 
the  courts  over  the  biblical  account 
of  creation  versus  evolution.  I do  not 
deny  the  importance  of  that  con- 
troversy to  those  who  engage  in  it. 
Yet  it  has  long  seemed  to  me  futile 
to  try  to  encompass  an  eternal  God 
in  our  notions  of  a proper  time 
schedule.

“Regardless  of  how  historical 
events  were  scheduled,  Christians 
and  Jews  affirm  a common  belief 
that  this  world  is  God’s  creation,  not 
ours;  that  it  is  very  good;  that  we  are 
made  in  the  image  of  God;  and  that 
we  were  given  dominion  over  every 
living  thing. 

“There  is,  in  short,  a religious 
understanding  of  our  trusteeship  of 
God’s  creation.  The  world  is  not 
ours  to  possess  and  dispose  of  ac- 
cording to  our  own  pleasure.  The 
earth  and  all  that  is  in  it  is  God’s, 
and  we  are  His  stewards,  entrusted 
with  dominion  over  His  world,  and 
accountable  to  Him  for  its  welfare. 

“It  is  not  sufficient  simply  to  stay 
out  of  trouble  and  then  claim  we  are 
leading  a decent  life.  A good 
steward  does  more  than  avoid  ac- 
tions generally  thought  of  as  bad.  A 
good  steward  has  a duty  to  create  a 
better  world  for  those  to  come.  And 
if  we  have  not  done  so  before,  com- 
mencement is  the  time  to  com- 
mence doing  our  duty. 

“Indeed,  there  is  so  much  to 
grab  — so  much  to  get  — money, 
possessions,  entertainment.  A 
whole  world  full  of  grabable  items 
will  be  impressed  on  our  minds 
every  day  of  our  lives.  They  are,  in 
fact,  there. 

“But  here  is  the  point.  That  whole 
world  of  things  to  grab  and  things  to 
get  is  not  ours  to  have  as  our  own. 
This  is  God’s  creation  and  we  hold 
these  things  in  trust.  We  are  His 
stewards,  and  we  must  answer  for 
what  we  did  with  His  creation. 

“We  can  ignore  our  trust.  We  can 


waste  it.  We  can  spend  it  on 
ourselves.  All  that  is  possible  — a 
standard  option  for  us.  Or  we  can 
take  His  creation  and  nurture  it,  and 
protect  it,  and  enhance  its  value, 
and  then,  pass  it  on  to  our  suc- 
cessor trustees. 

“Members  of  the  Class  of  1982, 
we  have  been  given  our  talents. 
They  will  be  counted  when  the 
Master  returns.”
